ANOTHER EFFORT POSSIBLE 


Germ any is Expected to Attefpt Series 


of 
Secret

W ith W ashington. 


W ashington, Jan. I.—Tile result of 
the allies’ decisive refusal to consider 
Germany's proposal for a peace con 
ference leave* tile United States tin 
undisputed leader among the neutrals 
A reply th President Wilson's note 
is expected this week* 
Hopes that any peace move would 
follow the present proposals of the 
central powers have been dissipated 
by the reply of the entente allies. The 
en nations of the entente group in 
their note made plain their intention 
to pursue the war until, their aims 
were accomplished. 
They also man! 
fetted beyond question their disinelt 
nation to perm it the issues of the con 
filet to be obscured 
by 
diplomatic 
subterfuge. 
There are indications, however, that 
Germany, the present method having 
failed, will seek to gain her object by 
secret diplomatic exchanges. 
There is no indication in - official 
quarters that 
President 
Wilson will 
make another effort to bring about an 
xchange of term s by the belligerent* 
Aecause of his deep interest in the 
peace movement, however, it is felt 
In some quarters that he may make 
this effort. 
The allies' reply to Germany fob 
low s: 
“The allied governments of Belgium 
Fiance, Great Britain, 
Italy, 
Japan 
Montenegro, Portugal, Rumania, Kus 
ala and Servla, united for the defense 
of the liberty of their peoples aud 
faithful engagem ents taken not to lay 
down their arm s separately, have re 
solved to reply collectively to the pre 
tended propositions 
of 
peace which 
were addressed to them on behalf Of 
the enemy governm ents through Pat 
intermediary 
of 
the 
United State*, 
Spain, Switzerland and Holland. 
"Before making any reply the allied 
powers desire particularly to proton 
against the two essential assertion- 
or the note of the enemy powers that 
pretend to throw upon Hie alite* re 
fcDonaibiUty for the war and proclaim 
the Victory of the central powers. 
“The allied governments cannot a1 
mit an affirmation doubly inexact anil 
which suffice* to render sterile all 
tentative negotiations 
The allied na 
lions have sustained for thirty months 
a war they did everything to avoid 
They have shown by their acts theit 
attachm ent to peace. 
"That attachm ent is as strong today 
as it was in 1914. 
But it is not upon 
the word of Germany, after tile viola 
Hon of its engagements, that the peace 
broken by her may be based. 
“A mere suggestion, without a state 
merit 
of 
terms, 
that 
negotiations 
should be opened Is not an offer ut 
r 
ieace. 
The putting forward by tilt 
ruperial government of a sham pro 
po* a I lacking all substance and pre 
ckiion would appear to be le^s an off-r 
of peare than a war maneuver. 
It is 
founded on calculated misinterpret a 
lion of Uie character of the struggle 
in the past, tile present and the future. 
Declares Central Pow ers Started War. 
“As for the past, the German note 
takes no account of the facta, dates 
and figures which establish that the 
war was desired, provoked and declur 
ed by Germany and Austria Hungary 
“At The Hague conference it was a 
German delegate who refused all pro 
poaals for disarmament. 
In Ju y, 1914, 
it was Austria-Hungary who. after hav­ 
ing addressed to Servia au unprete 
dented ultimatum, declared war upon 
her, in spite of the satisfaction which 
had at once been accorded. 
"The central empires then rejected 
ail attem pts made by the entente to 
bring about a pacific solution of a 
purely local conflict. 
Great Britain 
suggested a conference, 
France pro 
posed 
an 
International commission; 
the emperor of Russia asked the Gel 
man emperor to go to arbitration, and 
Russia and Austria-Hungary dame to 
an understanding on the eve on the 
conflict. 
But to all these efforts Ger 
many gave neither answer nor effect. 
"Belgium wag Invaded by an empire 
which had guaranteed her n e u t r a l s 
and which had the assurance to pro­ 
claim that treaties were 'scraps of 
I 
japer* and that ‘necessity knows no 
aw.’ 
" A t the present moment these sham 
offer* on the part of Germany rest on 
the 'war m ap’ of Europe alone, which 
represents nothing more than a super 
tidal and passing phase of the situs 
Hon and not the real strength of t ic 
belligerents. 
A peace concluded upon 
these term s would be only to the ad 
vantage of the aggressors, who. after 
imagining that they would reach thei- 
fcoai in two months, discovered after 
two years that they could never attain 
it. 
‘ As for tile future, 
the 
d isa ste r’ 
caused by the German declaration of 
war and 
the 
innumerable outrage*- 
committed by Germany and her albe 
against both belligerents and neutral* 
demand penalties, reparation and guar 
Butte*. 
Germany avoids mention of 
any of these. 
"In reality these overtures made by 
the central power* are nothing more 
than a calculated attem pt to influ *nc 
the luture course of war and to en I 
it by imposing a German peace T el 
object of these overtures is to crest* 
db Herndon in public opinion in tee a1 
lied countries.
